Planting in Grass 


In planting bulbs in grass a circular hole about 5 or 6 inches deep 
should be made. If the soil is poor, some prepared compost contain- 
ing a fair proportion of bone meal should be placed under and over 
the bulb. Make hole one inch larger than diameter of bulb.

Tulips for Perennial Borders 


We strongly recommend the planting of Darwin and Cottage 
Tulips in clumps and masses among hardy plants, All are perfectly 
hardy, and there is nothing to equal them for color and grace, 
standing boldly over the green foliage of the growing perennial 
plants in May. In our collections of these, will be found every 
imaginable shade, and for cutting they are invaluable, particularly 
in Darwin Varieties. 

Select varieties that will harmonize in color, and spade over the 
plots in the border before planting, adding a couple of handfuls of 
bonemeal to each square yard, then plant the bulbs 6 inches apart 
and from 4 to 5 inches deep. Plant the various kinds separately, 
if you order them under name, to get best results.

Planting. Plant four or five inches deep and six inches apart in raised beds 
or borders so that the bulbs are slightly above the level of adjacent lawn or 
walks. In preparing the ground, use Vaughan’s Rosegrower Bonemeal (three 
handfuls to a square yard), thoroughly mixed through the soil. Stable manure 
may also be used, if thoroughly rotted, well mixed with the soil. Planting can 
be done from September 20th onward, finishing at New York or Chicago by

They will bloom 
in the same position in congenial soil, 
for two or three years later without 
being disturbed.

The popularity of the May flowering varieties—the 
Darwins, Cottage and Breeders, hitherto described, 
should not be allowed. to overshadow the early flow- 
ering tulips. These hardy pioneers fearlessly thrust 
their heads through the cold, wet soil long before 
most other plants have stirred from winter’s sleep. 
Their burst of color, heralding the spring, cannot 
be spared from the drab landscape of our chilly 
northern April. 


Planting.—Do not use fresh stable manure at any 
time, either in the soil or as a mulch, or you will 
have no flowers. Plant four to six inches apart and 
‘four inches deep. Dig Bone Meal into the beds or 
‘borders before planting, about two handfuls to the 
square yard. When the beds or borders are made, 
‘have them raised 4 to 6 inches above the adjacent 
‘walk or lawn, this insures proper drainage and pre- 
ivents lodgments of water around the bulbs, and 
subsequent rotting. Thoroughly rotted manure (if 
|procurable) may be placed under the bulbs either in 
(beds or pots, but it should not come in contact with 
them. Put five or six bulbs in a six-inch pot or pan. 
'This is generally the quantity to use. 


Explanatory.—The number preceding the name of 
‘the variety denotes the height in inches, while the 
(a) and (b) indicate their earliness of bloom—the 
(a’s) flower together and are earliest; the (b’s) 
flower together, but are somewhat late. The Due 
Van Thol Tulips should be used for pots only.

when planted in masses or where three or four rows are arranged in a border. 
They are perfectly hardy and can be leftin the ground for several years without 
being disturbed. An effective method of planting is to scatter them over the lawn 
by digging up a small piece of sod here and there and placing one or two bulbs in 
each spot. This give a pretty effect in early spring, and the tops can be cut along 
with the grass safely when first mowing is made. The large-flowering named 
varieties are ornamental when flowered in pots six or eight bulbs in 5-inch size.

Many people consider Strawberries difficult to cultivate, but there isno plant 
that so readily adapts itself to the soil and conditions of ordinary gardens, either 
of loam, sand or clay. The main point is to have good drainage and a liberal 
amount of watering when the fruit is ripening. 

The soil must be very rich and the more retted manure or rotted humus you can 
get into it the better your future crops will be. Stable manure is probably the 
easiest to procure. Cow manure, well rotted, is to be preferred if it can be easily 
procured. Commercial fertilizers can also be used, but if possible, only as 
auxiliary to the stable manure, as there is not enough retentative material in it to 
keep the ground moist about the roots. Waughan’s Fertilizing Mixture 2-8-1 
is an excellent manure to use as a spring top dressing. It should be applied evenly 
along the rows and well worked into the sib before the plants are set or raked and 
watered in after the plants have started to grow. It is a mistake to put the com-] | 
mercial fertilizer underneath the Strawberry Plants when planting, as thousands 
have been killed annually by this process and the seedsmen generally held ac- 
oountable for supplying inferior stock. 

PLANTING. For field culture plant the rows 314 feet apart and set the plants 
from 15 inches to 2 feet apart. For garden planting set the rows 3 feet apart and 
the plants from 18 inches to 2feet apart in the rows. If planted thus and the 
runners removed large crops will result. 

It is important to set the plants at the proper depth; the crown of the roots 
should be level with the surface of the soil and each plant firmly pressed into the 
ground. In the middle west and northern states wa recommend protecting the 
plantsin winter. A mulching of straw or dry litter should be applied late in the 
fall, just enough to cover the crown of the plants. Previous to putting this litter 
on the beds at least two or three inches of rotted manure should be laid along 
between the rows. The litter should be carefully removed in the spring and laid 
by the side of the rows to keep the fruit clean. The best months to plant are: 
Apri] and May; August and September.
